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it  to  circulate  with  a  value  of  fifty  of  the  normal  K’ai  Yuan  coins.  With  a  diameter  of 
35  mm.  the  coin  in  no  way  equated  to  such  a  valuation  and  later  that  year  it  was 
reduced  in  size  to  30  mm.  and  ordered  to  have  a  value  of  thirty  K’ai  Yuan  coins. 
Public  outcry  and  the  activities  of  counterfeiters,  always  ready  to  seize  on  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  applying  private  enterprise  to  the  coinage  led  to  this  coin  being  withdrawn 
and  reissued  in  the  following  year  with  a  diameter  of  24  mm.  to  circulate  at  par  with 
the  K’ai  Yuan  coins.  The  coin  in  the  hoard  is  one  of  the  issue  of  759  a.d.  The  larger 
coins  are  very  rare. 


7-59.  Northern  Sung  Dynasty.  960-1127  A.D. 

The  Northern  Sung  Dynasty  reunited  China  after  the  breakup  of  the  T’ang  Dynasty 
and  with  nine  emperors,  using  between  them  thirty  eight  period  titles,  only  four  of 
which  were  not  marked  by  the  issue  of  coins,  coins  of  this  dynasty  form  a  large  part 
of  any  Chinese  collection.  In  this  case  they  form  the  bulk  of  the  hoard,  no  fewer 
than  fifty  three  coins 

Emperor  T’ai  Tsung ,  976-998  a.d. 

Legend.  Shun  Hua  Yuan  Pao  (Coinage  of  Extensive  Honour). 

There  is  one  specimen,  the  legend  written  in  cursive  style. 

Legend.  Chih  Tao  Yuan  Pao  (Coinage  of  Perfect  Truth). 

There  are  four  specimens,  one  with  the  legend  written  in  orthodox  characters  and 
three  written  in  a  form  of  cursive  writing  known  as  grass  writing. 

Emperor  Chen  Tsung ,  998-1023  a.d. 

Legend.  Hsien  P’ing  Yuan  Pao  (Coinage  of  Celestial  Greatness). 

There  are  two  specimens  of  this  coinage  issued  between  998  and  1004  a.d. 

Legend.  Ching  Te  Yiian  Pao  (Coinage  of  Expected  Virtue). 

There  are  two  specimens  of  this  coinage  issued  between  1004  and  1008  a.d. 

Legend.  Hsiang  Fu  Yiian  Pao  (Coinage  of  the  Omened  Happiness). 

Legend.  Hsiang  Fu  Hung  Pao  (Coinage  of  the  Omened  Happiness). 

Coins  with  these  legends  were  issued  between  1008  and  1017  a.d.  There  are  two 
specimens  of  the  former  and  one  of  the  latter. 

Legend.  T’ien  Hsi  Hung  Pao  (Coinage  of  Celestial  Blessing). 

These  coins  were  issued  between  1017  and  1023  a.d.  There  are  three  specimens  in 
the  hoard,  the  largest  a  well  preserved  coin  of  26  mm.  diameter  and  the  smallest  only 
23  mm. 

Emperor  Jen  Tsung ,  1023-1064  a.d. 

Legend.  T’ien  Sheng  Yiian  Pao  (Coinage  of  Celestial  Holiness). 

There  are  three  specimens,  two  with  the  legend  written  in  Seal  Script  and  one  in 
orthodox  characters.  These  coins  were  issued  between  1023  and  1032  a.d. 

Legend.  Ching  Yu  Yiian  Pao  (Coinage  of  Foreseen  Rectitude). 

These  coins  were  issued  between  1034  and  1038  a.d.  There  are  two  specimens,  both 
written  in  Seal  Script. 

Legend.  Huang  Sung  T’ung  Pao  (Coinage  of  the  Sung  Empire). 

This  period,  the  years  1038  and  1039,  was  entitled  Pao  Yiian ,  and  since  the  use  of 
this  title  on  the  coinage  would  have  led  to  what  the  Chinese  considered  improper 
repetition  the  Huang  Sung  were  cast.  There  are  three  specimens  in  the  hoard,  one 
in  Seal  Script  and  two  in  orthodox  characters. 
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Legend.  Chia  Yu  Yuan  Pao  (Coinage  of  Increasing  Right). 

The  specimen  in  the  hoard  is  in  orthodox  characters  and  was  issued  between  1056 
and  1064  a.d. 

Emperor  Ying  Tsung,  1064-1068  a.d. 

Legend.  Chih  P’ing  Yilan  Pao  (Coinage  of  Healing  Peace). 

This,  the  only  issue  of  the  reign,  is  represented  by  four  specimens,  two  in  Seal 
Script  and  two  in  orthodox  characters. 

Emperor  Shen  Tsung,  1068-1086  a.d. 

Legend.  Hsi  Ning  Yilan  Pao  (Coinage  of  Preferred  Calm). 

These  coins  were  issued  between  1068  and  1078  a.d.  and  are  represented  in  the  hoard 
by  six  specimens,  two  in  Seal  Script  and  four  in  orthodox  characters. 

Legend.  Yilan  Feng  Thing  Pao  (Coinage  of  Coming  Prosperity). 

There  are  five  specimens  of  these  coins  issued  between  1078  and  1086  a.d.,  two  in 
Seal  Script,  one  in  the  clerkly  style  of  orthodox  characters  and  two  in  the  form  of 
cursive  writing  known  as  grass  writing. 

Emperor  Che  Tsung ,  1086-1101  a.d. 

Legend.  Yilan  Yu  Thing  Pao  (Coinage  of  Expected  Rectitude). 

These  coins  were  issued  between  1086  and  1094  a.d.  There  are  four  specimens  in 
the  hoard,  two  in  Seal  Script  and  two  in  cursive  writing. 

Legend.  Shao  Sheng  Yilan  Pao  (Coinage  of  the  Sacred  Inheritance). 

Coins  with  this  legend  were  issued  between  1094  and  1098  a.d.  and  there  are  two 
of  them  in  the  hoard,  both  written  in  Seal  Script. 

Emperor  Hui  Tsung,  1101-1126  a.d. 

Legend.  Skeng  Sung  Thmg  Pao  (Coinage  of  Sacred  Sung). 

Coins  with  this  legend  were  issued  in  the  single  year  1101  a.d.  There  are  four  in  the 
hoard,  two  written  in  the  cursive  style,  and  tw7o  in  Seal  Script. 

Legend.  Ta  Kuan  T’ung  Pao  (Coinage  of  Visible  Greatness) 

There  are  two  specimens  of  this  coinage,  issued  between  1107  and  1110  a.d. 

Legend.  Cheng  Ho  Thmg  Pao  (Coinage  of  Official  Harmony). 

There  are  two  specimens  of  this  coinage  issued  between  1111  and  1118  a.d.,  both 
written  in  Seal  Script. 

The  Northern  Sung  Dynasty  was  driven  from  North  China  by  the  Nu  Chen 
Tartars  and  established  themselves  in  Southern  China  as  the  Southern  Sung.  Coins 
of  this  period  are  scarce  and  only  four  are  to  be  found  in  the  hoard,  one  of  the  Southern 
Sung  and  three  of  the  Nu  Chen  Tartars. 

60.  Southern  Sung  Dynasty.  1127-1280  A.D. 

Emperor  Li  Tsung,  1225-1264  a.d. 

Legend,  Shao  Ting  Yuan  Pao  (Coinage  of  the  Calm  Inheritance). 

This  coin  was  cast  between  the  years  1228  and  1233  a.d. 

61-63.  Chin  Dynasty  (Nu  Chen  Tartars).  1115-1234  A.D. 

Emperor  Hai  Ling  Wang,  1149-1160  A.D. 

Legend.  Cheng  Lung  Yuan  Pao  (Coinage  of  Eminent  Probity). 

These  coins  were  issued  between  1156  and  1160  a.d.  There  are  two  specimens  in 
the  hoard. 

Emperor  Shih  Tsung,  1161-1189  A.D. 

Legend.  Ta  Ting  T’ung  Pao  (Coinage  of  Great  Calm). 

The  specimen  of  this  coinage  in  the  hoard  bears  on  the  reverse  the  cyclical  character 
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Yu  to  indicate  that  it  was  cast  in  the  year  1189  a.d.  The  Chin  Dynasty  fell  at  the 
hands  of  the  Yiians  who  then  proceeded  to  the  complete  conquest  of  China.  During 
this  dynasty  paper  money  replaced  to  a  large  extent  copper  currency  and  it  is  not 
surprising  that  there  are  no  coins  from  this  dynasty  in  the  hoard. 

64-65.  Ming  Dynasty.  1368-1642  A.D. 

The  native  dynasty  of  Ming  who  expelled  the  Yiians  by  1368  a.d.  is  also  poorly 
represented.  This  may  be  explained  by  the  fact  that  several  of  the  emperors  of  the 
Ming  Dynasty  did  not  issue  coins  or  did  so  in  small  numbers  and  that  the  coins  of 
Chuang  Lieh  Ti,  the  last  Miing  emperor,  who  issued  probably  more  coins  that  all 
the  other  emperors  of  the  dynasty  combined,  would  hardly  have  circulated  in  North 
China  which  was  by  then  under  the  rule  of  the  invading  Manchus. 

Emperor  Shen  Tsung ,  1573-1620  a.d. 

Legend.  Wan  Li  Thing  Pao  (Coinage  of  the  Myriad  Succession). 

There  are  two  specimens  of  this  coin  in  the  hoard. 

66-69.  Rebels  in  Yunnan.  Wu  San  Kwei. 

When  the  threat  of  the  Manchu  armies  grew  pressing  the  last  Ming  Emperor  Chuang 
Lieh  Ti  despatched  an  army  under  the  command  of  his  foremost  general  Wu  San 
Kwei  to  meet  them.  The  capital  being  denuded  of  troops  was  attacked  by  the  rebel 
Li  Tzu  Cheng  and  on  its  fall  the  last  Ming  emperor  committed  suicide.  In  the  pillage 
of  the  city  the  family  of  General  Wu  San  Kwei  were  murdered  and  the  General, 
allying  his  forces  with  the  Manchus  captured  Pekin  and  wrecked  a  dreadful  vengeance 
on  the  followers  of  Li  Tzu  Cheng.  For  his  services  to  the  Manchus  he  was  rewarded 
with  the  governorship  of  Yunnan  where  he  issued  coins. 

Legend.  Li  Yung  Tung  Pao  (Coinage  of  the  Li  Yung  Mint). 

There  are  two  specimens  in  the  hoard.  In  1674  a.d.  General  Wu  San  Kwei  attempted 
to  seize  the  Imperial  powder  but  died  in  1678  a.d.  before  he  could  succeed.  His  son 
Wu  Shih  Fan  took  over  the  control  of  the  rebel  armies  in  Yunnan  and  issued  coins. 

Wu  Shi  Fan.  1678-1681  a.d. 

Legend.  Hung  Hua  Thing  Pao  (Coinage  of  Extensive  Reform). 

There  are  two  specimens  of  these  coins  in  the  hoard.  Wu  Shih  died  in  1681  a.d.,  one 
of  the  last  of  the  native  insurgent  leaders  against  the  Manchus. 

We  now  come  to  the  two  strays  in  the  hoard,  a  Japanese  coin  and  one  from  Annam. 

70.  Japan. 

Emperor  Go  Mizuno ,  1611-1680  a.d. 

Legend.  Kuan  Ei  Tsu  Ho. 

Coins  with  this  legend  were  first  issued  in  1626  a.d.  and  continued  to  be  issued 
until  1859  a.d.  Since  the  specimen  in  the  hoard  has  a  plain  reverse  it  cannot  be  dated 
but  the  assumption  must  be  that  it  is  one  of  the  earlier  issues. 

71.  Annam.  The  Le  Dynasty.  1428-1785  A.D. 

Emperor  Hien  Tong ,  1740-1785  A.D. 

Legend.  Canh  Hung  Tung  Pao. 

While  it  is  not  surprising  to  find  a  Japanese  coin  circulating  in  North  China  this 
last  coin  is  to  say  the  least  unexpected.  It  is  humbling  to  think  of  the  many  hands 
now  dead  who  handled  this  coin  before  it  found  its  way  into  a  collection  in  Chihli. 
It  does  however  raise  the  question  as  why  the  young  collector  who  gleefully  added 
it  to  his  collection  seems  to  have  ignored  the  coins  of  the  first  half  of  the  Manchu 
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Dynasty.  Maybe  the  only  coins  he  could  beg  were  the  underweight  older  specimens 
or  maybe  the  Manchu  coins  were  too  new  to  appeal  to  him.  That  is  one  of  the  prob¬ 
lems  or  delights  of  coin  collecting,  it  raises  more  questions  than  it  supplies  answers. 

LETTERS  TO  THE  EDITOR,  FROM  THE  PRESS,  ETC. 

Australian  Half  Dollars.  I  read  with  interest  Graham  Teasdill’s  article  “Silver  Coinage 
of  the  1970’s”  ( Bulletin ,  September).  Unfortunately,  when  Mr.  Teasdill  attempts  to  forecast 
which  coins  are  most  likely  to  survive  as  silver  denominations  into  the  mid  1970’s  he  comes 
rather  unstuck.  The  Australian  half  dollar  was  issued  for  one  year  only  and  the  issue  was 
discontinued  when  the  metal  value  became  more  than  the  face  value. 

After  a  couple  of  years’  absence  it  became  apparent  that  a  50c  denomination  was  needed 
and  it  was  decided  to  mint  a  12-sided  version  of  this  denomination  in  cupro-nickel.  The  new 
coins  were  due  to  be  issued  in  mid  1969. — S.  R.  D,  Leggett. 

Chinese  Christian  Medals.  As  the  “correspondent”  referred  to  in  Dr.  Turk’s  article  on 
Chinese  Christian  medals,  perhaps  you  will  allow  me  to  make  a  few  observations. 

The  medal  at  Batavia  was  described  by  J.  A.  van  der  Chijs  in  his  catalogue  of  the  collection 
in  1896  and  his  description  was  repeated  verbatim  in  Stuart’s  catalogue  of  1904.  Translated 
from  the  Dutch  of  Stuart’s  text,  the  description  reads:  “Small  oval  medal  with  a  ring  on  the 
upper  rim.  Obverse:  the  Virgin  Mary  with  the  Child  Jesus  and  round  the  rim  in  Chinese 
‘Holy  Mother  Mary,  pray  for  us  and  for  the  children  of  the  heathen  people’.  Reverse:  St. 
Joseph,  with  the  inscription  ‘Holy  Joseph,  great  patron  of  China,  pray  for  us’.  The  Chinese 
characters  are  not  all  distinct,  so  the  translation  is  not  completely  certain”.  The  characters 
are  not  given  and  neither  catalogue  is  illustrated.  From  the  description  it  is  reasonable  to 
conclude  that  the  medal  is  a  relic  of  the  Jesuit  mission  which  began  in  1583.  The  Jesuits  made 
St.  Joseph  the  patron  of  their  Chinese  mission  and  promoted  devotion  to  the  Holy  Family, 
all  three  members  of  which  are  depicted  on  this  medal. 

The  medal  at  Adelaide  appears  to  be  a  duplicate  of  this,  as  Dr.  Turk  suggests,  but,  on 
comparing  the  inscription  in  your  photograph  with  Dr.  Turk’s  reading  of  it,  and  his  translation 
with  Stuart’s,  a  lack  of  agreement  is  apparent,  owing  to  the  characters  being  inexpertly  written 
and  blurred  in  casting.  The  obverse  inscription  begins,  top  right,  Sheng  Mu  Ma-li-ya  (Holy 
Mother  Mary).  Then  follow  two  characters  which  Dr.  Turk  reads  as  Yeh-su  (Jesus).  This 
suits  the  tenor  of  the  inscription  but  the  photograph  is  clear  enough  to  cast  doubt  on  the 
reading,  though  not  sufficiently  clear  to  suggest  another.  At  the  end  of  the  column  are  letters, 
p.  D.,  written  in  the  opposite  direction  to  the  Chinese  text  and  clearly  no  part  of  it.  Their 
position  indicates  them  as  the  initials  of  the  designer,  which  should  eventually  decide  the  date 
and  source  of  the  medal.  As  for  the  left  hand  characters,  the  readings  proposed  by  Messrs, 
van  der  Chija  and  Stuart  on  the  one  hand  and  by  Dr.  Turk  on  the  other,  are  markedly  at 
variance  and  not  all  the  characters  are  clear  in  the  photograph.  The  second  is  read  by  the 
Dutch  authorities  as  chih  (children)  and  by  Dr.  Turk  as  nu  (daughters).  The  fourth  is  plainly 
min  (people),  not  li  (violent)  and  the  seventh  ngo  (us)  not  tzu  (efforts).  The  reverse  inscription 
begins,  top  right,  Sheng  Yo-se  Chung-Kuo  ta  chu  (Holy  Joseph,  China’s  great  patron). 
Literally,  chu=dord,  but  here  stands  for  chien-chu  =  patron.  Joseph  was  China’s  patron 
saint  and  Stuart,  who  thus  translates  it,  uses  ordinary  Catholic  terminology.  The  remaining 
characters  are  unclear  except  for  the  penultimate,  ngo  (us),  but  the  sense  must  be  that  common 
to  the  Dutch  reading  and  Dr.  Turk’s. 

The  third  medal  mentioned  in  the  Bulletin,  Glover  1899,  is  described  by  Lockhart: 
“Obverse.  Lion  with  flag  in  centre  with  Chi  So  Pu  Yu  Wu  Shih  Yii  Jen,  ‘What  you  yourself 
do  not  desire,  do  not  unto  others’.  Reverse.  Bird  and  fish  above  water”.  Like  the  others,  it  is 
small  and  oval  with  a  ring  at  the  top  and  is  obviously  of  European  inspiration.  There  the 
resemblance  ceases.  In  Lockhart’s  illustration,  the  lion’s  head  is  ill-drawn  but  its  stance  and 
the  details  of  body,  limbs  and  tail  proclaim  it  the  lion  rampant  of  European  heraldry.  Its 
closest  Far  Eastern  relatives  are  the  flag-bearing  lions  supporting  the  shield  on  early  nineteenth 
century  copper  coins  of  the  East  India  Company  circulating  in  Sumatra  and  Sultana  (Labuan). 
The  flag  on  the  coins  bears  a  cross,  that  on  the  medal  a  chequered  pattern.  The  Chinese 
inscription  round  the  lion  is  Confucian,  echoed  by  Luke,  vi,  34.  The  reverse  bears  no  inscrip¬ 
tion  but,  from  top  to  bottom,  a  bird,  dolphin  and  waves,  drawn  after  the  Western  fashion. 
These  symbols  can  be  given  a  Christian  meaning  but  they  do  not  appear  to  teach  a  sequence 
of  Christian  doctrine  and,  to  a  Catholic,  the  piece  is  not  recognizable  as  a  Catholic  medal. 
It  may  yet  turn  out  to  be  one  and  I  do  not  pretend  to  know  what  it  is.  For  lack  of  abetter 
explanation,  I  suggested  to  Dr.  Turk  in  correspondence  that  it  might  have  been  issued  by  a 
European  firm  trading  in  China,  that  the  symbols  might  be  the  firm’s  brand  marks  and  the 
“motto”,  with  its  ethical  tone,  intended  to  suggest  that  such  was  the  firms’s  policy  towards 
customers.  However,  no  satisfactory  explanation  of  this  medal  can  yet  be  given.  Perhaps  a 
religious  order  used  these  somewhat  esoteric  symbols? — A.  Th.  Arber-Cooke. 
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The  O.G.  Tokens.  In  two  or  three  of  your  Bulletins  there  were  letters  referring  to  a  token 
with  o.  g  &  co.  on  the  obverse,  with  a  triangle  above  and  below,  and  some  value  on  the  reverse. 
It  has  got  a  milled  edge  but  those  that  I  have  seen  have  also  got  a  tine  dotted  inner  circle  near 
the  edge. 

So  far  I  have  seen  a  1/9,  1/-  and  6d,  but  there  must  be  other  values  as  well.  It  is  men¬ 
tioned  and  fully  described  in  the  Africana  Museum  Catalogue  and  here  in  South  Africa  it  is 
not  uncommon.  It  was  issued  by  a  firm  called  Orrock  &  Gilliand  at  Ficksburg,  a  town  in  the 
Orange  Free  State,  now  a  province  of  the  Republic  of  South  Africa.  Below  the  value  on  the 
reverse  some  are  counterstamped  with  a  number,  while  on  others  only  the  “No”  with  no 
figure  stamped  on  it  appear. 

I  feel  it  can  only  be  the  Ficksburg  token  and  not  a  barber’s  check,  because  the  latter  obviously 
will  only  have  the  chair  number  stamped  on  the  back  and  not  a  value  e.g.  6d  or  1/-.  Because 
of  the  definite  value  on  the  reverse,  it  is  obvious  that  it  was  issued  by  a  store  as  a  trading  token. — 
Dr.  G.  P.  Theron. 

Soviet  Chervonetz.  Today  I  received  your  Coin  &  Medal  Bulletin  for  October  1969. 
I  noted  with  interest  your  description  of  G2484,  which  read  as  follows: 

“G2484  Soviet  Union  10  roubles  or  chervonetz.  etc.  etc.  N.B.  Caution!  We  have  seen  a 

number  of  new  reddish  gold  pieces  in  recent  months  ( ?private  reproductions  or  official 

re-issue)”. 

In  connection  with  this  comment,  I  think  you  may  be  interested  in  the  following  informa¬ 
tion.  About  a  year  ago,  I  wrote  to  the  Bank  for  Foreign  Trade  of  the  U.S.S.R.  to  ask  if  they 
could  furnish  specimens  of  the  10  roubles  or  chervonetz  of  1925  (unknown  so  far  as  I 
know  in  any  collection  anywhere).  The  bank  replied  that  they  could  not,  but  that  specimens 
of  the  1923  issue  of  chervonetz  could  be  supplied,  at  U.S.  $200  apiece,  apparently  in  large 
quantities. 

Of  course,  I  have  no  way  of  knowing  whether  the  1923  chervonetsi  are  coins  originally 
struck  in  that  year,  or  are  later  “official  restrikes”. — Collector  of  Russian  Coins. 

Collecting  Oriental  Coins.  I  was  most  interested  to  see  the  note  on  collecting  Islamic 
coins  by  the  Rev.  R.  J.  Plant  last  month.  He  particularly  referred  to  the  Caliphate  series  which 
are,  indeed,  fascinating  to  the  historian  since  they  carry  enough  information  to  document  the 
early  expansion  of  the  Islamic  Empire.  The  first  100  years  of  this  series  are  adequately  described 
in  the  recently  re-issued  two  volumes  of  the  British  Museum  catalogue  of  Muhammadan 
coins  but  unfortunately  outside  the  reference  libraries  it  is  difficult  to  get  background  numis¬ 
matic  information  about  later  dynasties.  The  excellent  book  “Islamic  Surveys”  by  Bosworth 
published  in  1967  lists  all  the  dynasties  with  a  resume  of  the  historical  background  but  there 
is  a  real  need  for  a  general,  inexpensive  handbook  in  English  on  Islamic  numismatics  giving 
guidance  on  reading  the  script,  on  the  characteristics  of  the  numismatic  styles,  the  common 
legends  of  different  rulers,  and  physical  descriptions  of  the  coinages. 

The  Mangol  coins  are  even  more  interesting  than  those  of  the  Caliphate  since  the  names  of 
the  terrible  Jenghis  Khan  and  his  descendants,  of  Kublai  Khan,  of  Tamerlane  and  Mahmud 
of  Ghazna  are  part  of  our  school  reading.  But,  though  their  coins  are  not  hard  to  come  by, 
numismatically  they  are  especially  poorly  documentated  for  the  amateur.  Even  the  books  on 
the  fairly  common  Moghal  and  Indian  coinages  are  now  unobtainable  and  this  was  a  field  of 
widespread  interest  in  the  last  century. — Dr.  M.  L.  Smith.

Beside  their  normal  activities  at  Tower  Hill,  the  Royal  Mint  made  a  start  at  striking  the 
new  United  Kingdom  decimal  coinage.  This  was  partly  done  at  Tower  Hill,  but  also  in  Wales 
at  the  training  establishment  which  was  in  full  swing  at  Bridgend  and  at  the  new  Royal  Mint 
at  Llantrisant,  the  first  part  of  which  was  finished  late  in  the  year.  Her  Majesty  the  Queen, 
when  visiting  Cardiff  in  December,  drove  out  to  Llantrisant  and  struck  the  first  of  the  1  new 
penny  pieces,  the  Duke  of  Edinburgh  some  of  the  \  new  penny  pieces  and  the  Prince  of  Wales 
six  of  the  2  new  penny  pieces,  which  have  the  design  of  the  Prince  of  Wales  feathers. 

It  is  thought  that  there  are  over  seven  thousand  million  British  coins  in  circulation  and  with 
the  new  decimal  coinage  soon  to  be  the  only  legal  coins  these  will  all  be  called  in.  It  will  be 
interesting  to  hear  how  many  of  the  400  million  odd  halfcrowns  are  turned  in  by  the  1st 
January,  1970,  when  they  cease  to  be  legal  tender 
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Now  that  the  Australian  mint  at  Canberra  is  fully  operative,  the  Royal  Mint  at  Melbourne 
closed  down  at  the  end  of  1968.  The  Perth  Mint  is  still  operating  on  a  limited  scale,  but  it 
will  in  future  belong  to  the  Australian  government. 

A  scheme  of  the  Food  and  Agriculture  Organisation  (F.A.O.)  of  the  United  Nations 
resulted  in  the  Royal  Mint  making  commemorative  coins  for  Burundi,  Ceylon  and  Uganda. 

Output.  In  1968,  1,068  million  pieces  were  struck  at  Tower  Hill  and  299  million  in  Wales. 
The  overseas  demand  was  comparatively  small  (456  million)  as  none  of  the  regular  customers 
embarked  on  a  new  coinage.  But  in  addition  328  million  coins  were  struck  under  contract  by 
I.M.I.  (Kynoch  Ltd.)  and  by  the  Mint  Birmingham  Ltd.

NUMISMATIC  SOCIETIES. 


British  Num.  Soc.  At  the  meeting  on  September 
23rd,  a  paper  by  Mr.  Michael  Dolley,  entitled  “Anglo- 
Irish  Monetary  Policies,  c.  1150-1625”,  was  read  on  his 
behalf  by  Mr.  Ian  Stewart.  The  basic  reason  for  the 
paper  was,  “Why  were  the  coins  struck  ?”. 

The  earliest  Anglo-Irish  coins,  the  very  rare  half¬ 
pennies  with  the  name  of  King  John  were  issued  for  a 
merchantile  purpose.  They  were  followed  by  the 
“Dominus”  halfpennies  and  farthings,  which  were  not 
issued  for  local  insular  purposes. 

Following  the  loss  of  Normandy  in  1204,  there  was  a 
large  issue  of  pence  from  Dublin  Mint.  These  were 
chiefly  issued  for  export,  halfpennies  and  farthings  being 
issued  for  local  use  in  Ireland.  At  this  time  it  was  the 
English  policy  to  extract  the  maximum  quantity  of  silver 
from  Ireland. 

After  a  gap  from  1211  to  1251,  there  were  several 
small  scale  coinages  issued  in  Ireland  at  intervals. 
Pence  continued  to  be  struck  for  export,  the  smaller  coins 
being  issued  for  local  use  in  Ireland.  By  the  early  15th 
century,  the  Irish  coinage  was  dominated  by  foreign 
coins,  mostly  clipped  groats  and  half  groats. 

By  a  decision  of  the  parliament  at  Drogheda,  in  1460, 
the  monetary  union  between  Ireland  and  England  was 
dissolved.  A  genuine  Anglo-Irish  coinage  was  issued,  the 
coins  being  first  of  English  types.  This  coinage  was 
deliberately  overvalued,  to  discourage  export.  English 
coins  now  began  to  flow  into  Ireland  at  a  premium. 

Under  Edward  IV  and  Richard  III  a  distinctive  Irish 
type,  the  “3  Crown”  type  was  issued.  These  coins  lasted 
for  a  century.  Under  Henry  VIII,  the  “Harp”  coins  were 
issued,  usually  called  groats,  and  worth  6d  Irish.  They 
were  issued  from  1534  to  1547,  and  were  debased  from 
the  first,  and  they  served  as  a  pattern  for  the  later 
debasement  in  England.  Their  export  to  England  was 
forbidden.  After  more  debased  coins  during  the  reign 
of  Mary,  Elizabeth  issued  fairly  fine  Irish  shillings  and 
groats  in  1561,  but  her  later  Irish  coins  were  debased. 
James  I  issued  Irish  shillings,  750  fine.  In  1609,  their 
value  was  fixed  at  16d  Irish.  During  this  reign,  the 
special  Irish  Coinage  ceased. 

In  conclusion,  Mr.  Dolley  said  that  from  1280  to  1637 
there  had  been  no  consistent  monetary  policy  in  Ireland. 
The  policy  of  the  English  kings  had  been  to  enrich 
themselves  at  the  expense  of  Ireland.  The  Irish  Coinage 
of  the  late  15th  century  might  have  succeeded,  had  it 
not  been  for  the  policy  of  Henry  VIII.  Credit  was  due  to 
James  I  for  his  issue  of  fine  Irish  coinage.

HOP  TOKENS. 


From  the  time  hops  were  first  cultivated 
in  England,  about  the  year  1524,  hop  tokens 
were  used  to  reckon  the  wages  owed  to  pickers 
according  to  the  amount  harvested  by  each 
man.  At  first  wooden  tally  sticks  were  used, 
but  very  early,  at  an  unknown  date,  metal 
tokens  were  substituted.  These  were  first 
cast  in  pure  lead,  then  in  the  beginning  of  the 
nineteenth  century  lead  was  replaced  by  a 
lead  alloy,  then  about  1840  some  farms  used 
zinc  or  thin  iron  washed  with  tin.  These 
tokens  were  popular  with  the  workers  and 
passed  as  money  round  the  farms.  They  were 
discontinued  many  years  ago,  but  they  remain 
an  interesting  souvenir  of  bygone  days  in 
common  with  colliery  tickets  and  truck  tokens. 
All  figures  inscribed  on  the  tokens  signify 
bushels  unless  otherwise  stated.  The  numbers 
refer  to  the  two  lists  of  Hop  Tokens  compiled 
by  the  Rev.  R.  W.  H.  Ackworth,  M.A.  [Hop 
Tokens,  Kent  and  Sussex  (1)  and  Hop-pickers
